Te E running a Ship a-ſhore is certainly hazardous, 
for ſhould ſhe ſet upon a Rock, uneven Ground, or 
upon a Sand, ſhe may be bilged or wrecked, and ſo the 
Conduct taken to ſave her may effectually loſe ' her; yet it 
i better to loſe her thus, than to enrich the Enemy with

is, by ſtretching a Cable thwart its Mouth, and to that 
laſh” Yards, or 'Fop-maſts, &c. to ſwim or float it: Without 
this a Fort is but of little Service, and an Enemy may at his 
Pleaſure paſs it with the Help of a good Tide and a leading 
GaleofWind : As it therefore has been found that neither 
Forts nor Caſtles can ' ſtop the Enterprizes of the Brave, 
they have invented theſe Booms ; though ag they are made, 
they have been found but of little Service, and as often 
forced as attacked.
